CROMWELL HI 
PANAMA FACTS, 
UGE ASSERTS 


“Gave Public a Right to Infer 
Something Was’ Covered 
Up.” 
CONTINUES LIBEL CASE 
Frank Hitchcock, Norman E. 
Mack and Employes of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. to Testify.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 2.—The 


Panama libel case against the owners 
of the Indianapolis News was continued 
today in the Federal Court until Oct. 
11, to give the Government opportunity 
to produce as witnesses Frank Hitch- 
cock and Norman E: Mack, certain 
members of the office force of J. P. 


officials in Washington, 

The Federal attorneys stated that it 
was desired to cafl as witnesses Frank 
Hitchcock, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, and Norman E. 
Mack, chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee in the last presiden- 
tial campaign. 

To Call Mack and Hitchcock. 

The Government attorneys asked for 
a continuance, so that these and other 
witnesses might be produced in court. 
They said it was their purpose fo show 
that Messrs Hitchcock and Maick had 
warned reporters in the Chicago party 
headquarters that the intimations con- 
tained in a cable dispatch to the Chi- 
cago Daily News that an American syn- 
dicate had corruptly gained an immense 
profit of $28,000,000 in the sale of the 
Panama Canal to the United States 
were without foundation in fact. 

Yet, according to the Government's at- 
torneys, the Indianapolis News, through 
its reporter in Chicago, E. I. Lewis, pro- 
ceeded to reproduce the allegations and 
to give them credence in its editorial 
columns, to the end committing criminal 
libel. 

Ferdinand Winter, for the defense, 
said the Government's attorneys should 
have been prepared with their witness- 
es and Judge Anderson commented that 
certainly Government counsel should. 
have anticipated™that the Court would 
go into the merits of the cause and not 
order the removal of the defendants to 
the District of Columbia for trial] with- 
out having examined the facts to ascer- 
tain if their indictment for criminal 
libel were valid—that express malice 
Was present in the alleged libel. 

Cramwell Left Inference, 

The Court then gave its conception 
o* the impression on the public. mind of 
the Morgan committee's inquiry into 
the Panama case. Judge Anderson said 
that when William Nelson Cromwell, at- 
torney for the French Canal company, 
refused to tell the committee the names 
of the members of the American syndi- 
cate formed to ‘‘Americanize’’ the Pan- 
ama property, but abandoned it because 
the purchase seemed impracticable, he 
gave the public opportunity to infer 
that there was something to cover up. 


Democrats Refused to Use Story, 

Mr. McNamara stated that he expect- 
ed to prove that the owners of the 
Indianapolis News knew of the state- 
ment, and National Democratic Chair. 
man Mack knew the Panama scandal 
had been offered to the Demo- 
cratic committee as campaign mate- 
rial and had been refused as false. And 
that information that the charges of 
corruption had been riddled was in 
their hands when their editorials com- 
plained of in the indictment were being 
prepared. 

The attorney for the defense, protest- 
ing that the Government was uselessly 
delaying the case, Mr. McNamara said 
it was at the instance of Delavan Smith 
that his trial was held in Indianapolis 
instead of Chicago. 

Mr. Winter for the defense retorted 
that Mr. Smith waited in Indianapolis 
for arrest for four months after the in- 
dictment was returned and the Govern- 
ment made no move during that tinie. 

Judge Anderson further sald it was 
his personal impression that at the 
time of the Walker Commission's in- 
quiry into the comparative merits of 
the Panama and the Nicaraguan routes, 
“the people that knew all about cana) 
matters had a very quick, sudden 
change of heart from the Nicaragua 
route to the Panama route.” 

United States Attorney Miller here 
suggested that the commission favored 
the Panama route, but recommended 
the Nicaragua route because of the 
enormous price asked for the Panama 
property. 

Judge Anderson said he was not 
speaking of a commission, but of per- 
sons about Washington and elsewhere 
that were interesting themselves in a 
South American canal. 

MeNamara Quotes Cromwell, 

Combatting the trend of the discussion, 
United States Attorney McNamara said 
the defendants must havé known from 
published reports that at the close of 
the Senate inquiry Mr. Cromwell saia 
he had not received a cent of profits 
from the canal transfer and no other 
American had. . 

Furth Mr. McNamara said, ihe

$40,000,000 paid by the United States for

IN WIFE S VIEW, 
HiT BY LOBSTER 


Divorce Seeker Says Woman 
Hurled Canned Goods at 
Him in Store. 





HER SISTERS. AID HIM 





Relatives. Declare Defendant 
Accepted Attentions From 
“King Pin,” a Boarder. 





When witnesses in a divorce suit 
gave a list of the missiles which, they 
said, Mrs. Lotile Cawein had hurled 
at her husband, Daniel, in his grocery 
store at 3348 Laclede avenue, it sound- 
ed like a housewife giving a morning 
order for the replenishment of the fam- 
ily larder. 

Eggs, creamery butter, canned lob- 
ster, fresh vegetables of various kinds 
ana a half-gallon pitcher of buttermilk 
were on the list, The witnesses who 
told how Mrs. Cawein hurled  pro- 
visions at her spouse were testifying 
in the husband’s suit, which was on 
trial in Judge Williams’ court. The 
trial began Tuesday and was continued 
Wednesday until Monday. 

Sister Tells of “King Pin.” 

Not only did Mrs. Cawein throw all 
sorts of eatbles at Cawein, but after 
she left her husband and started a 
boarding house at 2851 St. Vinsert ave- 
nue, she also accepted attentions, wit- 
nesses said, from a boarder, who was 
known in the house as ‘‘the King Pin.”’ 
Mrs. Cawein’s sister told of the “King 
Pin.”’ 

Cawein was the first witness against 
his wife. He said Mrs. Cawein was 
jealous and that this tendency ‘vas even 
mcre prononnced after she had visited a 
fortune teller, who said to her, ‘“Be- 
ware of a blonde.” 

Cawein said that after the fortune 
teller’s warning Mrs. Caweir always 
became much excited wnen she found a 
blonde woman in his store. As their 
home was above the store and as blonde 
women are ne rity in that neighbor- 
haad, this happened frequently. he said. 

Wife Sees Him Weigh Blonde. 

Once a blonde customer asked permis- 
sion to weigh on the store scales. Ca- 
wein said that he gave her permission, 
as this was a common request, and as 
he frequently did, he manipulated the 
scales.for her. Mrs. Cawein entered," he 
said, as he was trying to make the 
scales balance. 

She seized a can of lobster and threw 
it at him, he testified. The canned lob- 
ster was aimed true and hit him on the 
forehead, cutting a gash, he said. 

It was not unusual for Mrs. Cawein 
to. throw grocery stock of different 
kinds at him, he declared, not only to 
the detriment of the stock and the im- 
pairment of domestic happiness, but 
also to his great humiliation, as it was 
done in the presence of customers. 

Says “King Pin” Kissed Wite. 

After Mrs. Cawein left him and start- 
ed the boarding house on St. Vincent 
avenue, in April, 1906, Cawein said he 
slipped over to the boarding house and 
peeped through the windows. He saw 
the “King Pin’ kissing Mrs. Cawein, 
he said. 

Cawein says he has sold his store to 
Louis Burkhardt, who married one of 
Mrs. Cawein’s sisters. Burkhardt tes- 
tified for Cawein, telling of Mrs. Ca- 
wein’s grocery-throwing penchant. Mrs. 
Burkhardt will testify for her sister 
next week. 

Miss Paulina Spellman, another sister, 
said that Mrs. Cawein had remarked to 
her that the ‘“‘King Pin’’ was anxious 
for her (Mrs. Cawein) to obtain a di- 
vorce. 

Miss Spellman was asked if she had 
not made the statement in a deposition 
that Mrs. Cawein had ‘“‘spoiled the whole 
business’’ between her and the ‘‘King 
Pin.’”’” Miss Spellman admitted that she 
had made such a statement. ‘ 


“None of Your Business. 

Attorney Carl Otto, representing Mrs. 
Cawein, asked Miss Spellman if a cer- 
tain man had not kissed her. Miss 
Spellman replied, ‘“‘That is none of your 
business.”’ 

Oto then asked her if the same man 
had not given her the diamond ring she 
wore. 

“That also is none of your business,”’ 
said the witness, ‘‘and I object to your 
asking me such questions. I am a sin- 
gle woman and can do as I please.” 

Judge Williams went to Miss Spell- 
man’s aid by telling Otto that the sub- 
jects on which he had questioned. the 
witness were ‘“‘none of his business.”’ 


Declares Cawein Kissed Her. 

There is a deposition from Miss Dinah 
Spellmann, a third sister, who lives at 
Nopal, Tex., and who iu friendly to 
Mrs. Cawein. Miss Dinah deposed that 
Cawein had kissed .-her twice vid that 
Paulina had told her Cawein had kissed 
her, too. Miss Paulina was asked about 
that statement. She denied saying that 
Cawein had kissed her, but admitted 
that he once took her to a wake. 

Many neighbors and former customers 
of the Caweins are subpenaed to testify 
in the case. They were present Wednes- 
day, but were excused until next week. 
Many of the witnesses have moved away 
from the neighborhood and old acquaint- 
ances were renewed by these in the 
courtroom.

Tried to Elude Police by Cut- 
ting Off 40 Years’ Growth 
of Whiskers. 


The fact that William Kline, 63 years 
old, had his leng, white whiskers 
shaved, afforded the clew which led 
to his arrest and the recovery of $635 
of $1337. lost by 
teenth and Salisbury 
weeks. ago. 

Shortly after Kline’s 
He!mas of 1821 State street, East St. 
Louis, who admits he was with Kline 
when the money was found and divid- 
ed by the .wo, was arrested at hi8 home 
by East St. Louis detectives. . 

He told the officers where $3481, all he 
had left of the money, was hidden. He 
waived requisition and was brought to 
St. Louis. His wife is a niece of Kline’s. 

The dime for the shave was all Kline 
had spent of his share of the money. 

As Mr. Garneau .was on his way 
from the Krey Packing Co.’s plant at 
Twenty-first street and Bremen avenue 
to the Bremen Bank he dropped the 
money from his buggy. A woman saw 
an old man and a young man pick up 
the package and run away. 

The elder man proved to be Mr. 
Kline. He had a heavy beard that 
he had worn for 4 years, but in ord 
to conceal his identity he had it t 
off. 

He was then living at Fourteenth 
street and Bremen avenue, but the day 
he found the money he moved to 4100 
Angelica street. It was so unusual for 
an old man to have his beard shaved 
that the barber talked about it in the 
neighborhood, and when the police 
heard of {t they concluded the man 
who had discarded his whiskers was 
the finder of Mr. Garneau’s money. 

Confesses Taking Money. 

The next duty of the police was to 
find where he had moved. After three 
weeks they found him, still smooth 
shaven, and! took him to the North 
Market Street Station. There he con- 
fessed to Capt. Pickel that he and an- 
other man found the money and divided 
it. 

He said he had been afraid to spend 
any of his share of the money, and he 
understood that the other man, who 
will be arrested as soon as the police 
can find him, has not spent any of his 
money. 

“I wish I had my whiskers back,” 
the old man remarked to Capt. Pickel. 
“I wore that beard for nigh on to 40 
years, and I was mighty proud of them 
whiskers. But they are gone now and 
I have not got any of the money, 
either.’’ 

Capt. Pickel will prosecute Klein and 
his companion under the statute making 
it a felony for the finder of lost money 
to conceal it from the owner. Newspa- 
per accounts of Mr. Garneau’s loss were 
printed, and®the police say it would 
have been no trouble whatever for Klein 


and his companion to find the owner of 
the money.

BLIND SENATOR 
USES FIGURES Ih

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Astonishing 
the Senate by the citation of a long list 
of cotton and woolen and manufacturing 
companies and giving their’ earnings, 
capital stock, surplus, etc.,:Senator Gore 
again, at the beginning of today’s ses- 
sion, undertook the task of showing 
that corporations engaged in the cot- 
ton and. woolen industries were making 
very large earnings. 

The speech was one that no other 
Senator would have attempted without 
consant reference to notes, but the 
blind statesman fr.m the Southwest 
found no difficulty in giving offhand 
the greatest varieties of details without 
the necessity to assist his memory in 
any way. 

Referring to the cotton and woolen 
manufacturers and in a rasping and sin- 
ister tone, the Oklahoma Sefdator said 
he did not blame them for ,.their large 
earnings. 

“Tl know they are intelligent citi- 
zens,” he said, ‘judging from their busi- 
ness success and from their selection 
of United States senators.’’ He sus- 
pected, he said, ‘‘that the good-natured 
philanthropic manufacturers did not 
divide their earnings ‘on the square’ 
with their laborers.’”’ 

Senator Nelson followed. ‘There will 
be no downward revision,” he declared, 
after saying the understanding in his 
State was that the tariff would be low- 
ered. “The only thing to wait for is 
to see how far business interests can 
mark up their goods. At least there 
will be no downward revision that they 
themselves do not consent to.”

Board at Maryville Will Not 
Vote to Remove Cook 
Until July 12. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MARYVILLE, Mo., June 2-—By the 
terms of a “Gentlemen’s agreement” 
the board of regents of the Maryville 
Normal School last night decided to meet 
July 12, and at that time .vote to re- 
move the Rev. Homer Martien Cook 
from the presidency of the Fifth Dis- 
trict Normal School, to take effect Sept. 
1, unless he should agree to resign to 
take effect on that date. 

In this way a fight that. has been 
continuous and bitter and has spread 
over a. large portion of the State, was 
settled to the satisfaction of the con- 
tending regents. The motion to také 
such action came as the result of a 
compromise, and was introduced by 
Howard A. Gass, a friend of the Rev. 
Mr. Cook. 

The motion was ‘to the effect that 
the board should meet July 12, at which 
meeting Mr. Gass would agree to join 
the board in a settlement of the ques- 
tion satisfactorily to the regents. The 
motion was made indefinite, as Mr. 
Gass thought it would be for the best 
interests of the school to keep the 
matter quiet untii the close of the 
summer term. 

Before the motion was passed, how- 
ever, the terms of the “gentlemen's 
agreement’’ were very clearly under- 
stood, and the terms were reiterated 
several times in order that there could 
be no misunderstanding. The motion 
was passed unanimously. 

Investigation Into Methods. 

The compromise was agreed to only 
after an investigation of President 
Cook’s methods of granting diplomas, 
and a demand made by three regents, 
W. G. Hine of Savannah, W. F. Rankin 
of Tarkio, and O, P. Williams of Platts- 
burg, that the board take immediate 
action in removing President Cook.

A half-inch rope which Charles Hous- 
ton, 22 years old, a soijilor and steeple- 
jack, was mounting, hand-over-hand, up 
the side of a chimney at the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co.’s plant, Main 
and Ashley streets, at 16 a. m. Wednes- 


day, broke. 

Houston was 40 feet above the roof 
and 30 feet above an engine, which was 
being hdisted from one part of the roof 


to another with the chimney as a 
fulcum. 
When he fell he struck the “nigger- 


head”’ of the engine with his right side. 
The “niggerhead”’ is a spool on which 
a cable winds and unwinds when the 
ensivne is in operation. 

Irom the engine Houston hounded off 
10 


at an argle and struck tae roof, 
feet bclow. He was picked up uncon- 
scinus by fellow workmen. His side 
had been terribly mangled in striking 
the *ngine. 


He was taken to the City Hospital, 
where it was ascertained that his worst 
injury was a fractured skull. Physicians 
at the Hospital said his condition was 
extremely critical. 

Iiouston lives at Seventh street and 
Cass avenue and is the only support of 
a widowed mother. As a young boy 
he worked at the trade of a steeple jack 
and tall chimney builder. Then he went 
into the navy and has been back at his 
trade only a few months. 

The rope he was mounting was sup- 
posed to be able to stand a strain of 
5000 pounds. There has been no cause 
found for its breaking with only Hous- 
ton’s weight on it. The engine was at- 
tached to heavier cables. 

Houston was employed by the John 
Nooter Boiler Works, 812: North Main 
street, which is under contract to add 
35 feet to the 150-foot chimney.

International Committee, Not 
Sweden, Will Control 
Stockholm Meeting. 





BERLIN, June 2.—The most important 
act of the International Council of the 
Olympian games that has been in ses- 
sion here, was the recommendation to 
the people of an international jury to 
decide the events in future Olympiads. 

The council took under consideration 
the unfortunate contreversies that arose 
in London in 1908 and finally decided 


that it was wiser to introduce an inter- 
national system of judging rather leave 
this to the sole control of the country 
where the games take place. 

The Swedish representative accepted 
this view. The council, it is explained, 
did not act in a spirit of criticism of 
anything that happened in England; its 
opinion was that the contests could be 
conducted with greater good will if they 
were under international control. 

The Swedish committee has invited 
the participants in the games of 1912, 
whith are to be held in Stockholm, to 
reside in Sweden during the period of 
training, should they desire to do so. 
Crown Prince Frederick William gave 
a dinner in honor of the members of the 
council Tuesday night and talked per- 
sunally with each member. He asked 
Prof. W. M. Sloane of Columbia Uni- 
versity for a copy of his “Life of Na- 
poleon.”

As methods of manufac- 
turing artificial ice have improved, the 
old ice-harvesting plan has been aban- 
doned, and even in cold winters no ef- 
fort has been made to fill the old 
storage houses which still stand on the 
banks of rivers and at the edges of 
lakes near St. Louis.

While at ene time the natura! ice crop 
affected the market indirectly by in- 
creasing or lesseriing the market for ar- 
tificilal ice outside the city, this feature 
of the situation has disappeared.

“Bathe your baby every day,” was 
advised. ‘‘Keep it clean and cool and 
don’t let the flies get at it. Then it 
will be so comfortable it won't want to 
cry. Weigh it every week. A normal, 
healthy. baby gains all the time, and if 
yours doesn’t show an increase at the 
end of each week, something is wrong. 
Your diet, or the baby’s, is not right. 
Then you must see # doctor at once.

Mrs. Bankhead then lived in Cairo 
with her guardian. 

Mrs. Bankhead said she met Mrs. 
Gould for the first time in Cairo, when 
the Goulds were staying at Shepherd's 
Hotel and that she called on Mrs. Gould 
almost every day and dined with her 
frequently. 

She said she never saw the former 
actress drink more than one cocktail 
before meals and several glasses of 
wine at meals.

There is a little comfort in the report of the 
Bureau of Labor that living cost 5.2 per cent 
less last year than the year rrevious.. But this 
is offset by the statement that the cost of living 
has advanced 36.9 per cent within 10 years. 
This means that the man whose living. cost him 
$1000 ten years ago must have $1369 this year to 
live on the same plane. If hissalary has not been 
raised he must reduce his expenses $369 in order 
to live without debt. It means that a man who 
saved on a moderate income cannot save now, 
at least without severe stinting of himself -and 
his family. Those who earned barely enough to 
meet the cost of the actual necessaries of life are 
now submerged and are hopelessly impoverished. 
Imagine the effect of a tax of 36.9 per cent on 
all incomes and wages and one can understand 
the practical effect of this increase in the cost 
of living. The increase in wages and salaries 
within that time has been slight. The depres- 
sion for two years past has reduced the earnings 
of employes. Many have faced decreased in- 
comes and increase. cost of living, thus doubling 


their hardships. 


is practically a tax levied by monopolistic and 
privileged corporations. Through monopoly com- 
binations and privilege grarcts the great corpora- 
tions have profited by artificially increased 
prices for their products at the *expense of the 
people. 

Yet the Congress in Washington “eleched by the 
people to represent them, is voting renewed, 
and, in some instances, increased, privileges to 
great monopolistic corporations which pay mil- 
lions in dividends. The people’s representatives 
are giving fresh power to rich and powerful com- 
binations of capital to oppress the overburdened 
consumers.

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“CUT OUT” WORK. 

Of the $11,200,000 in bonds voted for public im- 
provements three years ago only $2,031,427.21 
has been expended. Bonds to the amount of 
$6,500,000 have been sold and the money is avail- 
able. 

Actual work has not yet been started on four 
of the nine improvements for which the bonds 
were authorized. The Free Bridge is in the air 
while a crossfire of debate is in progress. The 
plans are approved, but the question of beginning 
the work without sufficient money to complete 
it is not settled. Vontracts are about to be let 
for the new hospitals, and nothing has been done 
towards building the projected large sewers. The 
public bridges and viaducts provided for by the 
bond issue are airy visions as yet. The grounds 
have been purchased and the plans accepted for 
the new Municipal Courts building. The fire en- 
gine houses are about completed. All of the 
money for public parks and playgrounds has been 
expended. The new Insane Asylum is being built 
and some money has been expended on King’s 
Highway boulevard. 

With the greater part of the planned public 
work yet to be done and with $9,000,000 of the 
authorized bond issue to be expended, abundance 
of work is cut out for the Kreismann adminis- 
tration. It has an exceptional opportunity to 
make a record as & business administration which 
does things. The prompt, effirient and economi- 
cal doing of the work provided for will be a 
commendable service. 
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The airship is expected to solve the North Pole 
problem.

One objection to an income tax is 
that it runs counter to the old 
Biblican idea: To them that hath 
shall be given and from them that hath 
not, etc. Whatever the benighted may 
think of this idea, it ig still unadulter- 
ated gospel among them that hath.

And then government throws its collec- 
tive protective arm about the whole 
business, and that in itself is a service 
for which somebody has to pay; hence, 
taxes.
